Confused Students Turn 
From Tories To Grits 

OITAWA Mar 1 (CUP) — Student Grits have picked 
up five of tlie eight seats dropped this year by the Tories 
in model parliament elections at 15 universities, giving' 
them seven victories to five for their "rivhls. 



Philip Goulston, president "of 
the Canadian University Liberal 
Federation said yesterday that, 
"Students across the country are 
noticeably bewildered by the To- 
ries, and more Important, they 
are contributing aclivelv to the 
Liberal party cause, as never be- 
fore.'' 

Earlier, Goulston attributed 
the Liberal victories to, "growing 
dissiliusionmcnt amoni; college 
students with the Diefcnbaker 
government and to llie hard work 
of the campus Liberals in the' 
model parliament elections". 

PARTY BREAKDOWN 

Out of 905 seats at the 13 uni- 
versities the Liberals hold 326, 



Drapeau Accuses English Press 
Of Deliberately Misleading Public 



"There is no such tiling as a 
majority group in Canada.^' said 
ex-mayor Jean Drapeau Wednes- 
day night, "we a>e all minorities 
and must learn to get along to- 
gether". 

Mr Drapeau was addressing 
the Dailv annual J>anquet on the 
topic of the English-speaking 
press in Montreal. He denied the 
charge that he is "anti-English" 
and said that he was always rea- 
dy to denounce anyone he disap- 
proves of regardless of ethnic 
origin, _ - . 

It is more important -for the 
English press to be accurate than 
for the French, Mr. Drapeau de- 
clared, because most of the £n- 
i glish people cannot read French 
' .'and depend on the English dal 
lilies for information. The cx-ma- 
Il.vor maintained that "1 have ne- 
ver attacked any paper on the 
basis of the editorial page. Eve- 
- ry newspaper has the right to 
be. wrong provided it is' ol Roaà 
faith."- But he added that he 
could not accept inaocuracies in 
the news 'columns. 



Drapeau said that he no lonirer 
reads the daily papers because 
they cannot always be trusted as 
sources of information. ,"lf you 
listen to a speech and read about 
it- in the paper next day", he 
continued, "you may be surpris- 
ed by what you read." 

Referring to an incident that 
"caused me great pain", Drapeau 
said that when he visited Paris 
during his term of office the 
Montreal Star quoted him as hav- 
ing said that the French Cana- 
dian population was growing last 
and would soon overtake the 
English element. Drapeau denied 
having made the. statement, and 
the Star later sent him a letter 
of apology. "But who knows I 
iiave thls letter?" Drapeau con- 
cluded, "No one needed to teU 
me I was misquoted." 

MISLEADING HEADS 

Drapeau also criticized news- 
papers which use sensational and 
misleading headlines to increase 
their circulation. Since most peo- 
ple read the papers "between TV 
shows and" on . buses;^ he felt that 



the headlines create a more last 
ing impression than the stories. 
As an example he mentioned ^is 
opposition as mayor to the Dozois 
slum-clearance plan. When one 
Montréal daily printed a headli- 
ne; "Mayor Against Slum-clea- 
rance", It gave the Impression 
that he opposed slum clearance 
in general. 

"If the dailies become fewer", 
Drapeau commented, "the situa- 
tion cannot improve. But in the 
last few year.s we have seen 
three dailies disappear in Mont- 
real." Drapeau said he has aban- 
doned all hope , for any better- 
ment. 

NEW SOIIRCES 

He al^o criticized thé mono- 
poly of news sources by a few 
large international news a;;en- 
cies, which he said deprives 
newspapers and their readers of 
the rigth to choose what they 
consider the most reliable sour- 
ces of news. "This is not good 
for democracy, civilization, and 
the citizen," lie maintained. 

Drapeau said that it was a 
known fact that the present ci- 



vic administration had borrow- 
ed money and then lent it at a 
lower rale of interest to the 
Mercantile Bank, of which 
Councillor J.O. Assolin is a di- 
rector. "Try to find that in the, 
English press", he diallenged, 
"I am not heing anti-Sngllsh 
for . denouncing this French 
Canadian who makes money on 
the taxes you and I pay.'^ ' 



SZO CLEAR 

The Daily was informed 
yerterday that contrary to in- 
formation previously printed 
in the paper, the Student Zio- 
nist Organization was not in- 
debted to the Students' Socie- 
ty. An accountancy error by 
Old Mctîill '5D was responsible, 
and SZO had actually paid up 
last year. Other indebted 
groups have paid up after the 
announcement that Students' 
Society privileges had been 
witlidrawn.

So far the Liberals have gained 
victories at Memorial Dalhousio, 
St. F. X. Mount Allison. Manito- 
ba, Alberta, and UBC. The Con- 
servatives have won at Western, 
Queen's Carleton, McGill, and 
New Brunswick, while the CCF 
have won at Toronto. At Acadia 
the Democratic Socialist won 
out — but have now been replac- 
ed with a PC and Liberal govern 
ment li-îaded bv. Grits even 
though the Tories had more scats. 
Universal Natcrecon, a reform 
party, runs the student parlia- 
ment at Saskatchewan. 

McGILL SUPREME 

McGill is the only Quebec uni- 
versity to hold a model parlia- 
ment, and in Ontario Ottawa, 
McMaster, Ryerson, and' Assump- 
tion .do not hold such elections. 

Goulston added that is was 
particularly signlfieant that the 
Liberals have won three "of tha 
four elections in tlie West, and 
in thr« fourth (Saskatchewan) the 
Liberals beat all o'her national 
parties while placing second to 
an independent one. 

However, there secnis to bo 
some dispute between the two 
national headquarters as to who 
has won the most seats. CULF 
claims that it has won nini« vic- 
tories, including a junior cdîîego 
with 204 voters in (he last elec- 
tion, and the Maritimrs Model 
Parliament, where seals were al- 
loted according to campus elec- 
tion results. The Progressivo- 
Conservative Student Federation 
does . not' accept the model par- 
liament as a vlctorj". , 

The Tories also lay claim to 
seven victories — one of which 
is a high school — .md this total 
is not accepted bv CULF. as 
the Grits are university 'fedora- • 
tion which does not serve all stu- , 
dents as docs the PC organization.

Vote as You Like, But... 

Liist fall, on the occasion of elections for Council 
representatives, ve published an editorial entitled "Don't 
Vote". We emphasized that there was no point in voting 
for the principle of. excercising a democratic right and 
that it was in fact detrimental to good .campus govern- 
ment if one voted without prior investigation — and tho- 
rough investigation — into the merits and demerits of 
the candidates. 

La-st night and yesterday afternoon « team of Daily 
reporters made a representative, campus-wide survey on 
the Students' Society presidential racé. Tliose polled 
were asked whether they had decided how they would 
vote, and if so, on what basis they had come to a deci- 
sion. The results of our survey appear on the opposite 
page, and while the published remaries, are not at all 
illuminating as to who has the best chance of winning 
(and are not intended to be), they .do point out a re- 
newed interest in student affairs. " 

This spring, it would appear a majority of students 
are well briefed on the names and backgrounds of the 
candidates. This, plus the wide interest evinced on cam- 
pus over the past two weeks, lead us to predict that 
voting today w'i 11 be the heaviest in years. In fact, we 
believe that over 50 per cent of those eligible will cast 
their votes, something which has not happened in our 
time. Quite the reverse of last fall, when a mere third 
cared enough, or felt competent enough, to vote! 

Tliose who vote today will be faced with the respon- 
sibility, of, choosing the man who will lead our student 
government for an entire scholastic year. Taking advant- 
age of our editorial license we should like to rephrase our 
admonition to voters last fall : . , , . 

Vote, but make a careful study of the candidates 
first. Otherwise, a blank ballot would be more appro- 
priate. . . ' , ' 

A Challenging Accusation 

Last Wednesday r.iembers of the McGill Dally staff 
had the opportunity of hearing former mayor Jean 
Drapeau speak on the English-language press in Montreal. 
Addressing the paper's 49th Annual Banquet, he cited 
examples of what he termed "misrepresentation" of the 
facts and sometimes even omission of information which 
he thought the citizens of ]hIontreaI should know. 

A specific example of this "omission of the facts" is 
very revealing, especially in reference to today's issues of 
the Montreal Star and the Gazette. At the banquet Mr. 
Drapeau recounted how he had, in a speech delivered re- 
cently in the St. Denis theat; -, revealed that the City of 
Montreal was borrowing nionc in New Yorlc at 7.58 per 
cent and on the same day lendi 'g money to the Mercantile 
Bank (one of who'se directors is J. 0. Asseliii father of a 
city councillor) at two per cent less. Because of the sums 
involved, Drapeau said this meant a substantial loss to the 
tax-payers of Montreal, lie claimed that a copy of his 
speech had been released to all the city papers but chal- 
lenged anyone to show him "where you can read about 
this in the English press". 

Yesterday we were happy to read pretty accurate 
reporting on his Wednesday speech in both Montreal's 
JSnglish-language dailies, except for one thing. Theré was, 
no mention of the City of Montreal's lending money to the. 
Mercantile Bank and Drapeau's charges in connection 
with it. . • - 

.. We "feel that Montreal's tax-payers and voters are 
entitled to an explanation of Mr. Drapeau's accusation, 
which i.s indeed grave. But more important, we feel tho 
readers of ^lontreal's English-language dailies should be 
told of Mr. Drapeau's accusation. And we challenge either 
, ïiewspaper to tell us why any reference to this accusation 
was left out of their reports of Mr. Drapeau's speech at 
SVcdnesday's banquet.

Raison d'Etre 
Demanded by 27 
Campus Leaders 

Sir: 

We choose to refer once more 
to the letter of February 26, 
written by Messrs. Mannard, 
Hudec, Newham. Pouliot and 
Sikka entitled "Postgrad. Soci- 
ety Insists it Exists". We have 
all enjoyed their amusing 
though inaccurate "exposé" oî 
the activities of "obviously un- 
informed, apathetic graduate 
students*', but we feel that 
there comes a lime for every 
organization, when it must de- 
mand of Itself a raison d'être — 
a justification for its existence. 

We are given to understand 
that the Postgraduate Society 
has sponsored three functions 
during the academic year 1059- 
60. One of these concerning it- 
self with a decision against this 
organization joining the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

We are also given to under- 
stand that the Postgraduate 
Society has the use of funds to 
the amount of approximately 
1500 dollars, and that this or- 
ganization serves at most 100 
graduate students out of 774 (a 
number almost reached by add- 
ing the number of postgraduate 
geologists, and graduate nurses.) 
One of the more serious objec- 
tives of this organization is the 
projected builaing of a post- 

fraduatc students' union. The 
ociety is saving for this at the 
rate of approximately 800 dol-' 
lars per annum, or whatever is 
left after its parties, but at this 
rate it will take about 100 years 
to collect 150.000 dollars. 

We recognize full well that 
such an organization can, if it 
wishes, perform a vital func- 
tion in the lives of the many 
postgraduate students at McGifl 
who for various known reasons, 
cannot or do not participate in 
other available activities. It is 
clear, however, from inform- 
ation which has come to light 
in the past few days, that the 
Postgraduate Society, far from 
conducting its affairs in a ma- 
ture manner suitable to older 
students with specialized inters 
.ests, handles them in an irre- 
sponsible, juvenile fashion. 

Once more, we do not claim 
that such a Society can have no 
function. We are merely cu- 
rious as to what function it 
does purport to perform.

Max Exhibit Makes' 
Spiritual Statement 

Sir: 

(This letter refers to .John 
Max's Photographic Exhibition, 
which was shown in the McCon- 
nel Engineering Building). 

I walked into the Exhibition 
Hall yesterday, and I was 
strongly impressed by the bold 
statement emanating from the 
faces and the figures pinned on 
the walls. I went back in the 
afternoon trying to find what 
was the statement and why was 
it strong. 

I forgot about the titles : the 
shock was much less. Then I 
added; smiling- and laughing 
faces besides the "beat" moods, 
and all that was left, was only 
a conventional, almost ridicul- 
ous, contrast. I realized at that 
point that the religious text^ 
associated with the pictures 
were creating the poetic mood. 

The western world h^s not 
been exposed to centui.cs of 
Christianity in vain. The feel- 
ings of heroism in adversity, of 
truth despite the surrounding 
lies, of holiness next to sin. 
even if they are not enlivened 
any more by faith, have ttill 
at least value of .symbol for 
artmindcd people who value 
symbolism. But the four main 
' themes exhibited seem to con- 
vey some sort of shouting scan- 
dal: 

— calling saints what the Gos- 
pel called sinners. 

— translating the Seven Last 
Words in insults, 

— glorifying twelve "dirty 
souls", 

— Interpreting the way of the 
cross in an adventure in des- 
pair. 

The treatment of the symbols 
seem to rely on the publicity 
value of the known convention- 
a Is Christian concepts and feel- 
ings. 

In view of this analysis, I 
would say that the religious 
reality brought back into the 
picture here, in order to fit 
into a day-to-day. enclosed world, 
has been cut off his true di- 
mension : which is eternity and 
infinity. 

Actually, John Max's poem 
trusts religion only to the ex- 
tent where his problem can 
borrow an emotional expression, 
but does not see in it any me- 
taphysical value to solve it. I 
think this attitude of mind de- 
notes some misunderstanding 
of the Christian facts and theo- 
logy. John grasped some of tho 
Christ's statements but failed 
to get the complete picture ; 

— that ~ 



Resurrection followed 
Crucifixion, 

— that Christ s concept of love 
Is to give oneself, 

— that sin is "happy" If It 
drives back to God, 

— and lhat hate should not be 
the last word before one's 
die. 

But I still want to thank John 
for this exhibition : he was ablo 
to carry beyond a vpry high 
quality technique, a spiritual 
statement that will make people 
not only idmlre photographic 
ikill, but think in terms of 
human life.
